The Railway Route? 

There is soniethiii;^- truly liuliorous 
iu tlie pninful clVorts of our contoiu- 
poriuy to wri^-j^lo out. of thf {.■>:t:iTiiioly 
awkward position the Lof;-us tolc^raui 
of the 12th has placed it in. Tlio artful 
dodge of clmngiiig the quostioii from 
one of 'route' to ono of 'lormiouH' at- 
tempted ill its article of ^yesterday plain- 
ly shows how hardly th'i tliiiiible-rifigor 
is put to it. Tlie public know perfectly 
well fcBat the question wus not, one of 
teraiinuB at all, biit sunply this : AViis 
Mr. DeOt3gini(Js-*jiistifiecl-"' m' »-telegraph- 
ing from Toronto, "Orders have been 
ifiRued to adopt the route of the Cana- 
da Piicilic liailway bfilwcen Victovia 
and Heyinour Xanows at <;]ico This 
journal conteudod iliut he was not, 
and asBigned .good and .sutlicient 
reasons for 'tbe contention — reaHou.s 
M'hich carried conviction to the public 
mind. But the whining organ, 
referring to its anuouneeuiont 
of the l'2th, says. "Our neigh- 
bour, the CoLo>nH'r, did not participate 
in that general feeling of satisfaction 
■which was created by the announce- 
ment that the te.vminu.s question had 
been settled in favoj of Esquiinalt. " 
Now, could anything more childish 
and di.singeiuiou8 well be conceived ? 
The reader will have oh.ser\'ed that the 
question of terminus was not raised at 
all. 'Esquimau' and 'tenninuK' are 
woi-ds that were not used. It is now 
considerably over a year since Mr, 
Nathan secured, as far as it "was possi- 
ble to secure, the tcrniiuas at Esqui- 
malt; and the question was not, 
"Will the railway eometoEsquinuilt ?" 
but, pure and simple, "By what route 
shall it come ? " It seems to us, there- 
fore, that the organ ventures a little too 
far upon the public credulity in thus 
attempting to throw dust in the 
people's eyes hj pretending that the 
question Avas one of terminus. Through- 
out the whole discussion, we have as- 
sumed the terminus to he at Esquimalt: 
and nothing has occurred to weaken 
our confidence in the correctness of 
that assumption. As to the insinuatipn 
that we would prefer not to have the 
railway come to Esquiiiialb/'thnt may 
well be left in the hoSlds of a discrimi- 
nating public, who are our witnesHca 
that, .from first to la^;t, this jt>urnal has 
contended for Esquimult as the only 
proper terminus -with' S . 8j»fl.df ftptmess 
and consistency which we feel some 
pride in contrasting with the inconais'-' 
tent, hypocritical, dishonest.contempti- 
ble, despicable, oriminid course pur- 
sued by our coutempoi'.'iry. After a 
truly wonderful attempt to mix up ler- 
:ninus and route, and ecmuecfc them 
with Mr. Langevin's telegram to Mr. 
Nelson, our contemporary says:"\Vc 
take pleasure, however, in assuring 
our readers that EsquiiiKxlt is all right 
as regards the terminus. Our author- 
ity for so saying is indubitable." Surely 
the public will bo very jfetitfcefM; fdr 
this assurance; as they must find their 
property "a licetle euhuiu;ed in valuo'' 
byit! But who intimated that Es([iiimaU 
wasn't "nil right"? Not r\Ir. Langc- 
\in; for his telegram had no rcfcrcuci' 
wlifitever to tho terminus. Certainly 
not this journal ; for we have all along 
contended that Esquimalt was 'all right 
as regards the terminus.' The "cock 
and bull" story about itssourco of in- 
formation; the assertion that I\rr Dc- 
Cosmos "is about the last man in tho 
world to stoop to anything so low" as 
to " conceal), a ..telegram and have it 
published' for lilterior jjurposes of his 
own," and the contention that the sur- 
veys on the Howe Sound routs afford 
no ovidonce that the (|U('stii)n of r(jute 
is still unsettled, arc points which need 
no words of counueut from us or any- 
body else. 'J'lioy are race gems of 
thought and logic "Which admit of 
no touching up. In conclusion, let us 
remark that we wore led to charactor- 
ize the bogus telegram as "cruel and 
mischievous," not, because it imlicated 
a particular ro\ite , but because it con- 
tained a palpable "lie," calculated to 
do mischief by raising hopes in the un- 
thinking mind, only to 1)0 crushed 
■when the utter groundlessness of tho 
announceipep.t should be made to ap- 
pear, as ifc has been mode to appear.

Tlio 'onibloms, ii- 
guroa, typos, signs, parables, and myster- 
les.O&this most typical symbolical and 
emblamatioiil of religionS.-sVil) be nuf oldod 
in all their grand Holdmnity tind " rich- ar- 
ray in tiio following ceronioniea, of which 
wo give a 'rasumo.' Tho Cdn'sonrating 
Bishop, sealad on tho falstool on tho Pro- 
della or platform of tho .\ltar, attended by 
his olliciating brethorn rcceivoa an add rss 
from the Senior Bialiop "aiid at ^'the re- 
quest of the latter, the Apostolic Mandate 
or Bull is road. This is the authority by, 
which tho Bialioji-oloct is to ho CouBecra- 
tod. Tho Bi.shop-oleot, then, gospol 
in hand .si\ears allogianco to the 
Church, and obedience to thuVico l{o;;ont 
of Christ on earth. Ho is askod if ho be

Mauii)lo completing the full habit of Sub- 
deacon Deacon and Priest, and implying 
to thel'ishoi) the chastity of tho first, the 
fortituile of the second and the charity 
of tho third. .Thus vested',' the B.ishop 
elect, s,tandirf4''«^t[>f tiilcbVorfia iHea* -am 
assisted on either hand by a Bishop, 
roads tho OlVico of tho Mass to wliero the 
Consecrating Bishop c(!nsed; when all 
scat theiuselvos and tho Consocrator de- 
livers an exhortation to the elect. .\11 
standing, tho Bishop addrossea a short 
phiyer. Tlie Bishop elect prostrates liim- 
self bofote.th^o. altafy attd all •^fovf;;' kneel 
and the Litanies are ch'ant63. The^COn- 
seorator next pronounces a triplo bene- 
diction, in which ho blesses, sanctifies and 
consecrates the Bishop elect, tho congre- 
gation re.sponding '•Amen." The Litanies 
are then resumed. These sung, tho Con- 
socrator, assisted by other oihciatiug Bis- 
hops, places the Bible open nppn ^tha 
elected' Bishop, lays hands upon his lioaa 
and says, "Receive tho Holy Ghost." and 
proceeds with tho prayer, "i3o propitious, 
O Lord," <5:c. He then gives a suitable 
address and intones the hymn, "Voni 
Creator," ito., while the head of tho Bis- 
hop elect is bound with a linon band. Ho 
is then anointed on the head with the h.i- 
cred oil of Chrism, and tho prayer, "May 
thy head be anointed. ...in tho name of 
tho Father," Arc, is repeatod. Tho Con- 
soorator continues a long preface. Then 
comes anothor antiphon and the psalm 
•'Eoco quam bonum ot quani jucunduin," 
&c. During this chanting tho hands are 
anointed, flymbolioBl of->tue;' labor before 
him. This portion of the ceremonies 
concluded, the Bishoj) elect rocoivos tho 
insigna of oflico, viz, the Crosior, signifi- 
cant of his duties as spiritual shepherd. 
The pastoral staff is pointed at the end to 
stimulate tho inert, .straight in the middle 
to uphold the Wftvaring, and crooked at 
tho top to collect tho strayfid shoop of his 
flock.

Charles Baswildebald,.aconfootipner of 

Macon, Oa., disappenrod from that city 
•arly in April. Holal bom foand for 
some time indulging in strong drink to a 
greater extent than his head could stand 
or Ilia body bear. There was somo mys- 
terious trouble connected with his early 
life which he never revealed; but his 
friends tbonglllr a |>iotnre of a beautiful 
girl which hung in his bedroom had some 
bearing upon his history. Ho was a well 
educated Gorman from i3avaria, and the 
picture was of a German girl, He had 
been sober and industrious once, but ho 
became drunken and idle, and revered 
the picture more and more. The picture 
had disappeared with ^im. A oonstant 
search was kopt ui> for n month, and was 
finally given up, as tho searchers thought 
they discovered traces of some ono having 
walked into a deep, soft swamp. Thoy 
supposed the traoks.to be Baswilobald's, 
and came to the conclttsiou that the poor 
man, in wandering around, had gone into 
the swamp and been sw'illlowed tip in a 
marshy grave. There they resolved 
to let liim rest, as it would bo difficult to 
recover tho remains, if there, and another 
burying would make the body no bettor 
off Tho mourners, therefore, mourned 
for B'Viwildobald in his daujp grave, where 
ho had buried himself, and the underta- 
ker,, was apparently cheated out of a 
job.' ' 

But this plausible theory h.a.s lieon ex- 
ploded. Some boys wore playing in a 
pino grovo '2% miles from town lately, and 
saw the figure of a man hanging on tho 
limb of a tree far above tho rango of re- 
cognition in the upper regions of the 
winds. They told the strange atorj', and 
a number of persons went to the spot and 
saw the body swinging from the limb. 
No ono was willing to climb the tree for 
a nearer inspection, and tho body was 
left hanging until the ne.xtday, when the 
Coroner and his assisaimta went with axes 
and cut it down. It proved to be tho 
body of Baawildcbald. He was hanging 
by his suspenders, and on the same limb 
was swinging the picture of the German 
girl. As the body had been hanging for 
OTor sixty doys, it was badly decompos- 
ed.

Municipal Street By-Law to regulate the con- 
struction, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City limits, and' tp rejgu- 
iate the Public traffic thereon, ii ;|' . , 

■fTTHEREAS it is expedient for th|gQqd'go.yernnipni 
YY Viclo_ia, B. C, to make provisions for IKe construction, iiiain- 
' tainaico, and repairs of Streets within the City limits, ftud the 
Mguiatidn of the public traffic thereon. 

"'" ' Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the City of Yic- 
toria, as follows : 

1 . No person or persons shall ride or diive thrqygh any_ of the Pub- 
lic Streets of the City of Victoria, at a paCiB^iixceedipg.six.mUeppiM 
under a penalty not "exceeding Five Dollars or Biich imprisonment as the 
Stipendiaiy Magistrate may dii-ect. 

2. No person or persons engaged or concerned in the erection, re- 
pair or alteration of any buihling, collar or sewer witliin the City, shall 
be at liberty to occupy mure than one-third of the width of the street, 
in frurt of such building, cellar or sewer,' with materials, necessary for 
the erection, repair orj'alteratiqn;pf![Buch.bvii]l4Pgi cell^ 
less be or thoy shall obtaiii permis'sion from the Mayor and.Gouneil, or 



from the Street Committee of the Council, -so to do ; and such person 
or persons ohall, if required by the Mayor and Council, or the 'Street 
Committee, erect such a fence and place such beacon lights around or 
near to such building, cellar or sewer, as shall, by the Mayor and 
Council or the Street Comniitteo aforesaid, be doomed necessary to 
prevent accidents to persons or animals. And any person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to comply with the provisions. of this Section, or 
of any order "made in pui-suanco thereof, shall, upon conviction, be 
liable to a fine not exceeding Twenty Dollars. 

3. No person shall throw or cause to be thrown, or deposit on any 
of the foo'.pa ' s, sidewalks, highways, streets, thoroughfares or any 
public place within the City limits, any rubbish, tilth, ashes, offal, of 
any kind oj; any suj^stanp^ which may be conside):^4'ft»ii^is!inco by tlio 
Mayor and Oounbit aforesaid, under a penalty not eiceeding Twonty- 
Five Dollars or Tett days imprisonment at discretion of any Justice of 
the Peace, before whom such offender shall be tried. 

4. No person or persons shall iuterupt any highway or Public tlior- 
oughf are within the City limits, by erecting thereon any fence, building, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or break up or dis- 
turb tMe- isurface Of any Public street or highway unless by permission 
of the Mayor and Council or the Street Committee, on their behalf, and 
any street or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid permission shall 
•without delay, bo put in as good condition by such person or persons 
as it was before the surface thereof was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such person or persons shall, witiiiu a 
reasonable time, remove all surplus dirt or- rubbish that

5. Every person, who^^ia any ...thoroughfare or Public place of the 
said City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, ashes, cairion, fish, 
offal or rubbish, or throw or cause any such thing to go into any sewer, 
pipe or drain, or into any well, stream or water-course, or put the same 
uito such a position that it may run into the harbour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or cause any oliensivo matter to run from any manu- 
factory, stable, slaughter house, butcher's shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded by a fence 'or'wallviBh&ll' bo 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for each- offence. 

6. Every person who shall empty or begin to empty any privy or 
water closet within the said City, within the hours of six in the morning 
and eight in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfare 
any right soil, soap-lees, ammoniacal liquor, or other such offeii.sive 
matter, between the hours of six in the morning and eight in the even- 
ing, or who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not having a proper covering, or wlio shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such offensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any such place in which any such offensive 
matter shall have been placed, spilled or dropped, shall bo liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars or- not 'IrfioMitilftn: •Eight >ij0fiys' 
imprisonment for each offence. . M -i - 

tjr^J.. Any Person or persons., who shall wilfully cut, hack, carve or 
otherwise deface, or injure or destroy any bridge within the City limits, or 
who shall ride or drive over any such bridge at a pace faster than a walk, 
shall be liable to a tine not exceeding Ten Dollars or to imprisonmoiit 
in the Common Jail for a period not exceeding Four Days for each 
offence. 

8. No person or persons, owner or driver shall allow his or their 
horse or horsea.to remain standing in or upon any of the^streets or pub- 
lic places in this City -without having the same securely "fastened to a 
post or block of metal not weighing less than thirty-five pounds, orleav- 
in" some person in charge of the samo, and any infraction of this 
section shall be punishable by a lino not exceeding Ten Dollars or 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding Four days. 

9. The Mayor and Council shall have power under this By-Law to 
gtade, gravel, metiil, or make an;^ other improvements in any street, al- 
ley or thoroughfare, within the City limits, whenever or wherever it shall 
be deemed by them exjindient. 

10. When any street or portion of a street is graded, gravelled or 
metalled it shall belawf ul for the IMayor and Council, by an order in writ- 
ing, to order the owner or owners of any lot or lots abutting on such street, 
or ike agent or agents of such owner or owners to complete, at the ex- 
pensd .otsnch ownpr or owners, the grading, gravelling .oe metalling of 
that portion of the street abutting upon hisoi- their lotorlots, the grading, 
gravelling or metalling of which shali not have been completed by tiie 
Mayor an^ Council. And in the event of any such person or persons 
ne'decting or refusing to comply with any such order for the space of 
On'o day,°or such other period as may be specified in such notice, 
the said Mayor and Council shall be at liberty to cause to be graded,

12. . iTi'p'fiilson shall wantonly lire or setoff or discharge any guns, 
pistols, cannons, squibs, crackers, or fireworks of any kind or descrip- 
tion, nr)r shall wear or carry on the person any loaded fire-ai-nis 
or dan^orous weapons about the person within the city limits under a 
pen^dty "wot exceedihg Twenty-Five Dollars for each offence . , j, ,,. ,,, 

13. Xny person or persons failing to comply with any Provision of 
this By-Lav or any ])nvt thereof shall be subject to the penalties herein 
stated, and s^ich penalties' shall be recoverable summarily before any 
Justice of the Peace having Jurisdiction within the limits of the said 
City or other persons specially mentioned in this By-Law.
